I was asked to write an article on songwriting and song-borrowing from people 
who write songs and, don't know how to go about getting them looked at or listened 
to. There are many honest people in the country. & western music DUSINESS.s.e--6- 
however there are also those who will borrow and use an idea someone else actually 
thought of first. 


I had first-hand experience with a song I had written several years ago. ay 
‘gave this song to an artist to see if he could ido something with. it for me. aE 
never heard from him again regarding the song until I heard parts of my song on the 
radio in a Northwest town. The main lines of thought were used and the rest had 
been changed. Had this song of mine been published by a reputable po eee com- 


pany, 1 would have had no problem in getting what was due me. 


A Lot. of ais bring songs to me and want me to record them or find someone 
else to either look at them or record them. I never take a look at a song that 


isn't published. The proper method to get a song published is to locate a song 


publishing company and sent them a tape of your songs, keeping a copy of the tape 
for yourself. I think for the most part you are wasting time and money in ‘PBYINE 
a company to write music to your words, or to make your song over. 


Any star or artist who has to stoop to song stealing can't be too much of a 
star. The right person Just isn't known - the writer. ;

EDITOR'S NOTE: The above article was written at my request, because I not only 
knew of the’ specific ‘song borrowing' incident he mentioned, as well as several 
other similiar ones, but I was also quite innocently involved in what I feel was a 
deliberate effort to take someone else's idea and cash in on it. This happened 
when a friend asked me to send a song on tape to one of the major artists, hopeful 
that he would like it well enough to record it! He did, alright, but he re-wrote

Herold's first record was released in 1961, and was titled "Lonely Street" b/w "I 
Have Told Everybody About You". This record was cut in Atlanta, Ga. and released 
on the Trumpet label. Other, later releases were released on Master Records, his 
latest being "Somebody Else's Husband" b/w "Raggedy Ann". 


With his band The Country Masters, Herold White has toured extensively over a 21 
state area, playing well known clubs and dances. They play The Golden Nugget in 
Las Vegas about 5 times a year, and have taken up residence there (in Las Vegas). 


The Country Masters are made up of a group of highly talented musicians to whom 
Herold gives his highest praise. They are: Skip Harding on bass; John White on 
drums; Charlie Brown on steel guitar, and Herold on lead guitar. 


Herold recently cut a recording session in the Buck Owens Studios in Bakersfield, 
California with the Buckaroos providing the musical: background, under the direction 
of Bob Morris, A&R man for Buck. (Bob is a very fine songwriter and singer himself, 
and wrote one of the songs Herold recorded!) It was a great session, and the end .

Carolina, renewed activity in Atlanta, Dallas, with increased studio activity, and 


the Bakersfield, California activity of Buck Owens and Merle Haggard point up the 
gradual beginnings of a shift away from the complete independence on Nashville. Add 
to this the fact that only in Nashville is the concentration on MODERN COUNTRY abso- 
lute, and you begin to see signs of danger. A lot of people in the country (not all 
of them among the older set) feel that the modern country sound is not the WAVE OF 
THE FUTURE IN COUNTRY MUSIC.

Couple all this with the newly created resentment at the barring of the fans from the 
convention, and an unfavorable picture takes shape. There is always jealousy of huge 
success in any field and it takes a tangible effort to counteract it.

Nashville 
stands at the crossroads today since the backlash is only beginning. Concrete moves 
must be taken immediately to protect the future of the OPRYLAND.

In the "Loco Weeds" column one person mentioned that she hoped the 3 fan clubs she 
belonged to were not examples of what a good fan club was supposed to beececderces 
I, thought perhaps there might be others in our group who belong to 1 or 2 clubs, 
find them to be disappointing, and think all fan clubs are the same. So Lets take 
a look at what a good fan club (is all about; any normal, working fan club. We — 
have a lot of them in K-T.........and we also have a few who seldom, if ever, put 
out any material for the dues the members pay to (join.’ I've kmown alllkinds{..<cre 
and ONE BAD fan club can spoil people for ever joining another fan club, even tho 
the number of GOOD fan clubs far outnumber the bad. 


A good fan club is one which the members hear from regularly - not. just oceasion- 
ally when the president feels like it, or when something special happens with the 
artist to let the members know about. A club membership fee is paid by the fans 
because they want to keep up with what is happening with that artist, and it does 
not matter the artist has a big hit record, has entertained at the White House, 
received a gold record........it doesn't matter if the artist has done ANYTHING 
spectacular or not, the fans have a right to expect the prévileges they pay for 
when joining, and that is a regular contact from the club! The news doesn't have 
to be earth-shaking to satisfy the fans, they just want to know you're in there 

to give them the new when it happens, however small, or outstanding. It is neces~ 
sary to live up to what you promise the members when they join, unless illness or 
other such misfortune strikes. In\every presidents life there comes a time when 
she cannot keep her mailing schedule, because of obligations concerning family, 
health, ete. But normally, a schedule should be set for mailing publications, and 
stuck to as nearly as possible........regardless of how active, OR INACTIVE, the 
artist is! | : | 
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A goof fan club never 'bugs' the members for money donations. Most clubs take up 
donations once - maybe twice - a year. to honor their artist with a gift at very 
special occasions,’ such as Christmas time, or birthdays. It is. better to have 

one fund-raising project annually, and if you want to split the money between two 
occasions, you may do so. Contributions of money for any reason should be entire- 
ly volentary, and if some of the members feel they cannot donate, or prefer not to 
for some reason, tzthey are not obligated to, and should not be made to feel bad be- 
cause they don't. I have known clubs which kept some sort of project going con- 
stantly, which required donations of money from the members, and the pressure was 
really pretty strong on those who did not contribute promptly! This is out of 

' order, and can only be classed as a 'racket club’... They are usually run by a

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| bilk the fans out of money - for their own use! Don't buy it! And I'm not 
refering to clubs who offer items for sale through the club......i['m talking about 
the ones who just ask for money, for one reason or other. For sale items by the 
clubs are fine.....as long as pressure isn't put on the members to buy. 


If you join a fan club and don't get what you paid for, write the president and
